History  of  the  Class  of  1929 

“We  can  not  tarry  here, 

We  must  march,  my  classmates,  we  must  bear  the  hours  of  labor, 

We,  the  advancing  class,  all  the  rest  on  us  depend, 

Pioneers!  0  Pioneers!” 

When  Alleghany  was  yet  unborn  there  were  men  who  came  eagerly  into  her  future 
boundaries,  men  seeking  progress  by  means  of  labor  and  finding  inspiration  in  the  tall 
strength  of  mountains.  As  these  men  felt  the  urge  to  clear,  to  fight,  to  build,  and  with  all 
to  find  beauty  in  the  distant  curve  of  a  winding  stream,  so  did  we,  the  Pioneer  Class  of 
1929,  desire  to  seek  and  find  the  best  in  our  four  years  of  work  in  the  Covington  High 
School. 


“All  the  past  we  leave  behind, 

We  debouch  upon  a  newer  and  mightier  world,  varied  world, 

Fresh  and  stronger  the  world  we  seize,  world  of  labor  and  the  march, 

Freshmen!  O  Freshmen!” 

The  first  winter  which  we  spent  in  Alleghany’s  boundaries  was  long  and  hard.  Perhaps 
the  stories  which  had  reached  us  of  easily  gotten  gain  in  this  new  land  were  a  little  exagge¬ 
rated.  Certainly  we  found  that  clearing  away  a  forest  or  two  and  building  permanent 
foundations  were  not  the  trivial  tasks  we  had  contemplated. 

Of  course  there  were  other  groups  near  by — Seniors,  Juniors,  Sophomores — who  had 
come  a  year  or  two  before  us  and  were  in  various  stages  of  progress.  Some  of  their  mem¬ 
bers  dropped  back  to  work  with  us  a  part  of  each  day ;  a  fact  which  impressed  upon  us  new¬ 
comers  the  importance  of  clearing  every  obstacle  out  of  our  way  as  we  went. 

We  had  heard  much  of  Indian  attacks  and  were  waiting  eagerly  for  our  first  encounter 
with  the  hostile  red  skins.  Every  afternoon  Pioneers  Smith,  Hughes,  Bailey,  Fowler  and 
others,  much  to  the  delight  of  the  feminine  faction,  threw',  kicked,  and  batted  balls  about 
in  training  for  the  fight.  One  day  soon  after  our  arrival  we  men  were  suddenly  attacked 
from  the  rear  by  a  horde  of  what  we  thought  were  scarlet  savages.  It  w:as  not  until  a 
weapon,  wrested  from  one  of  the  attackers,  proved  to  be  a  paddle  instead  of  a  tomahawk 
that  we  realized  that  the  onslaught  was  merely  our  initiation,  a  manifestation  of  the  hearty 
welcome  which  our  co-pioneers  gave  us.  We  had  not  been  forgotten  by  the  Happy  Hunting- 
Ground  aspirants,  however,  for  they  came  almost  weekly  for  four  years — some  from  West 
Virginia,  some  from  nearby  counties.  The  fiercest  combat  was  always  with  an  Indian  settle¬ 
ment  called  Clifton  Forge.  It  took  much  ingenuity  on  the  part  of  the  girls  to  invent  cheers 
of  sufficient  volume  to  drown  out  the  enemy’s  war  hoops  and  tom-tom  beating.  The  Indians 
were  always  strong  and  swift,  but  the  courage  and  fighting  spirit  of  early  settlers  usually 
won  for  us  the  victory. 

Discipline  was  hard  during  these  early  days,  and  our  most  difficult  task  was  keeping 
the  Study  Hall  Blank  as  empty  of  culprits  as  the  last  word  indicates.  Many  a  list  went  to 
an  untimely  death  in  the  trash  basket  while  the  offenders  dashed  to  a  much-needed  practice 
on  the  athletic  field.  So  “autumn  flashed  into  autumn  again,”  and  Experience,  that  best 
of  pedagogues,  had  taught  us  much  of  Life.

The  second  year  of  our  pioneer  life  was  one  of  ceaseless  activity.  Broad  fields  awaiting 
cultivation  lay  on  every  side;  mountains  climbed  ever  higher  as  we  strained  to  reach  their 


summits.  Realizing  the  need  for  a  leader  who  would  unselfishly  direct  our  enterprises,  we 
chose  Virginia  Schmader  to  map  out  and  plan  our  course  for  the  year. 

This  new  territory  contained  a  field,  Biology,  which  struck  fear  to  the  hearts  of  many. 
Our  pioneer  proverb,  “Familiarity  breeds  contempt,”  was  oft-quoted  by  Helen  Arritt  as  she 
shuddered  at  sight  of  some  insect  calmly  awaiting  dissection. 

Amidst  our  tilling  of  the  field  of  plumules  and  hypercotyls  there  could  often  be  heard 
the  sounds  of  wars  and  rumors  of  wars.  L  pon  investigation  we  found  that  the  land  ad¬ 
joining  was  called  Gallia  and  had  something  in  common  with  Three- In-One  oil.  Captain 
Curfman’s  irrevocable  command  as  he  urged  the  Pioneer  Privates  on  was  “Render  unto 
Ctesar  the  things  that  are  Caesar’s.”  Harry  McCarthy  became  quite  an  accomplished  eques¬ 
trian  at  this  point,  posting  through  the  Gallic  Wars  with  great  eclat,  although  in  later  years 
Vergil’s  Wooden  Horse  almost  threw  him. 

In  this  year  one  of  our  pioneers,  Tazwell  Fowler,  was  chosen  from  the  four  classes  as 
the  best-all-around  boy  in  school.

For  four  y<sars  “Tubby  has  been  one  of  Covington’s  mainstays  on  the  forward  wall.  Starting  out  as  a 
guard  in  1925,  he  was  shifted  to  tackle  in  1926,  but  was  returned  to  guard  position  in  1927-28.  His  play 
has  been  consistently  of  a  high  caliber,  particularly  on  the  defense,  as  he  developed  a  habit  of  spending  a 
considerable  portion  of  his  time  over  in  the  opponent’s  backfield  stopping  plays  before  they  could  get  under 
way.  After  four  years  of  football,  “Tubby”  is  passing  out  of  High  School  athletics,  and  the  gap  which  he 
leaves  between  center  and  tackle  will  be  extremely  hard  to  fill. 

BAILEY— Tackle 

For  three  years  “Fuzz”  has  been  an  outstanding  High  School  tackle  with  each  season  showing  a  de¬ 
cided  improvement  in  his  game.  Both  offensively  and  defensively  this  lanky,  shifty,  hard-hitting  lineman 
has  played  havoc  with  opposing  teams.  The  1928  season  found  Bailey  at  his  best,  and  his  phenomenal 
play  proved  a  feature  of  each  of  the  nine  games  in  which  his  team  appeared.  Ira  was  unanimous  choice  for 
captain  of  the  team,  and  in  this  capacity  he  proved  himself  a  quick-thinking,  cool-headed  leader.  He  was 
characterized  by  his  coach  as  one  of  the  best  cap¬ 
tains  he  had  ever  seen  in  High  School  football. 

Bailey  was  placed  on  the  second  team  of  the  all- 
state  squad  selected  by  the  coaches  of  the  teams 
participating  in  state  league  play,  and  had  more 
coaches  seen  him  in  action  he  would  undoubtedly 
have  been  on  the  first. 

OTTEN— Tackle 

“Puny,”  with  only  one  year  of  experience  be¬ 
hind  him,  ushered  himself  into  a  regular  position 
at  tackle.  He  was  a  sterling  defensive  man,  break¬ 
ing  up  many  plays  behind  the  scrimmage  line.  He 
also  possessed  that  quality  of  being  able  to  get 
rough,  a  quality  which  is  essential  to  any  good 
tackle.  Otten  was  an  all-round  tackle.  His  per¬ 
formance  on  the  team  this  year  won  for  him  an 
honorable  mention  on  the  mythical  all-state  team. 

Mr.  Rice  and  Mr.  Mitchell  have  been  a  very 
necessary  part  of  the  football  squad.  Always  pres¬ 
ent  regardless  of  rain  or  shine,  mild  or  freezing, 
these  two  well-loved  coaches  have  worked  out  each 
afternoon,  patient  and  untiring  in  their  efforts  to 
make  the  C.  Ii.

Wiley  is  an  example  of  what  perseverence  and  experience  will  do  for  an  athlete.  In  the  fall  of  1927  it 
seemed  impossible  for  him  to  get  going,  but  he  stuck  to  his  guns  and  received  his  reward  during  the  past 
season.  He  developed  into  one  of  the  finest  interfering  backs  ever  turned  out  at  Covington,  and  this  ability 
to  take  out  opposing  players  proved  the  way  for  touchdowns  upon  a  number  of  occasions.  Jennings  has 
another  year  of  football  ahead,  and  we  predict  that  opponents  will  realize  that  he  is  trouble  in  large 
quantities  in  1929. 


DUNBRACK— End 

Billy's  outstanding  play  at  right  end  was  one  of  the  features  of  the  1928  campaign.  During  the  pre¬ 
vious  season  he  had  been  used  as  a  substitute  guard  and  showed  no  exceptional  ability  in  that  position. 
When  shifted  to  end  he  immediately  showed  a  vast  improvement  and  opponents  found  it  practically  im¬ 
possible  to  gain  through  his  position.  His  offensive  play  is  improving  rapidly,  and  in  addition  to  his  work 
as  a  wingman,  he  is  the  best  punter  on  the  squad.  This  youngster  will  be  heard  from  before  he  finishes  his 
High  School  career. 


PEDIGO— Guard 

‘‘Spurg"  possesses  the  rather  unusual  distinction  of  winning  a  monogram  in  his  first  year  on  the  High 
School  squad.  Jack  played  either  as  a  guard  or  as  a  tackle  and  put  up  a  creditable  performance  in  either 
position  whenever  he  was  called  into  action.  This  lanky  athlete  possesses  a  world  of  natural  ability,  and  we 
predict  that  another  season  will  find  him  acclaimed  an  outstanding  High  School  lineman. 


MILLER — Halfback 

We  introduce  in  this  paragraph  a  top-notcher  among  High  School  backs,  a  speed  merchant  extraordi¬ 
nary,  a  triple  threat  performer  of  high  caliber,  an  excellent  interferer,  and  a  back  whose  deadly  tackling 
makes  his  defensive  play  as  outstanding  as  his  offense.  “O.  K.”  received  honorable  mention  for  all-state 
honors  as  a  reward  for  his  last  season's  efforts.  He  was  the  chief  scorer  of  his  team,  and  his  excellent  all¬ 
round  play  in  every  game  of  the  schedule  drew  favorable  comments  from  spectators,  experts,  and  opponents 
alike.  Here  is  a  youngster  who  possesses  about  everything  that  star  backs  need,  and  we  expect  to  hear  from 
him  when  he  steps  out  with  some  college  squad. 


DRISCOLL— Center 

This  one  hundred  and  thirty  pounds  of  fighting  Irishman  entered  the  game  at  Staunton  just  after 
Faudree  had  received  a  broken  leg  and  proved  more  than  a  match  for  his  far  heavier  and  much  more  ex¬ 
perienced  opponent.  “Pat”  also  put  up  a  creditable  performance  in  the  Harrisonburg  game  and  bids  fair  to 
develop  into  one  of  the  best  centers  ever  turned  out  at  C.  H.  S. 

SMITH — Guard 

For  three  years  “Bill”  has  been  an  outstanding  guard,  and  his  performances  of  the  past  season  won  for 
him  an  honorable  mention  on  the  mythical  all-state  squad.  “Bill”  was  an  exceptionally  fast  charging  line¬ 
man  and  possessed  that  rather  rare  faculty  of  not  only  coming  out  in  the  interference  but  of  really  clearing 
the  path  for  the  man  with  the  ball. 


REA — End 

For  three  years  the  lanky  form  of  A.  Rea  has  been  seen  out  on  the  left  wing,  and  it  is  a  known  fact 

that  no  great  number  of  gains  have  been  made  by  opponents  around  that  left  flank.  Rea  is  unusual  as  High 

School  wingmen  go,  in  that  he  is  stronger  on  offense  than  on  defense.  He  has  developed  his  offensive  play 
until  there  are  few  tackles  whom  he  cannot  box  alone,  leaving  the  wing  back  to  take  out  a  secondary  would- 

be  tackier.  Rea  has  one  more  year  of  football,  and  we  predict  for  him  a  great  season  in  1929. 


ERGEN  BRIGHT — Ham-hack 

“Scrub,”  although  in  his  first  year  in  High  School,  bids  fair  to  be  an  excellent  football  player,  lie  has 
all  those  qualities  which  are  required  to  make  a  good  backfield  man.  Carl  is  a  fast,  short,  stocky  fellow, 
giving  a  good  account  of  himself  when  he  carries  the  ball.  Carl  was  also  an  excellent  defensive  back,  and 
took  care  of  his  portion  of  the  backfield,  which  all  good  backs  do.  He  will  be  in  his  future  years  as  good  a 
High  School  back  as  can  be  found. 


J  ON  ES — Quarterback 

As  a  field  general  we  are  confident  that  "Ditz"  is  without  a  superior  in  Virginia  High  School  circles.  A 
keen  student  of  the  game  and  possessing  much  natural  football  ability.  Tones  has  developed  into  an  unusual 
High  School  quarterback.  He  is  one  of  the  best  pass  receivers  in  the  state,  in  addition  to  ranking  as  a 
triple  threat  back  who  proved  to  be  trouble  for  all  opponents.  In  the  open  held  he  is  exceptionally  shifty, 
and  as  he  picks  up  speed  he  will  be  valuable  material  on  any  college  squad.  His  defensive  play  stands  out 
no  less  prominently  than  his  offensive.  He  was  given  honorable  mention  on  the  mythical  all-state  team. 

RACHA  L — Guard 

Rachal  came  to  us  in  his  Senior  year  from  the  High  School  at  Bramwell,  West  Virginia.  Over  in  the 
mountains  of  our  neighboring  state  he  had  acquired  two  years  of  football  experience.  From  the  first  of  the 
season  his  defensive  play  showed  to  advantage,  while  his  work  on  the  offense  improved  steadily  throughout 
the  season.  He  has  been  used  chiefly  as  a  guard,  but  is  also  capable  of  giving  a  good  account  of  himself  in 
the  pivot  position. 


ROGERS — F  ullback 

Albert,  although  light  for  the  fullback  position,  filled  it  in  a  very  exceptional  manner  when  called  upon 
to  do  so.  Rogers  is  an  excellent  defensive  back;  his  tackling,  which  was  exhibited  in  quite  a  few  games, 
was  an  outstanding  quality.  He  also  developed  the  art  of  blocking  to  a  high  degree  and  used  it  efficiently 
in  clearing  the  way  for  the  ball  carrier.  In  the  next  two  years,  much  is  expected  of  Rogers. 

DEACON — Fullback 

"Deak"  developed  into  an  unusually  fine  fullback  during  his  first  year  in  High  School  and  in  his  first 
season  on  the  varsity  squad.  Possessing  a  typical  fullback  physique  and  weighing  1S5  pounds,  this  box- 
proved  to  be  a  terror  as  a  line  plunger  as  well  as  in  backing  up  the  line.  "Five-Yard  Deacon"'  became  his 
sobriquet,  and  he  proved  that  it  was  not  a  misnomer.  As  an  interferes  Deacon's  steam  roller  tactics  cleared 
the  path  for  the  ball  carrier  on  many  occasions.  When  he  hits  an  opponent  a  protest  is  often  made  against 
allowing  mallet  locomotives  to  play  football.

“Mac”  was  another  all-round  fighting 
tackle. 


KINCAID— Halfback 


Kincaid  for  the  past  three  seasons  has  been  a 
great  asset  to  our  football  teams.  Although  not  a 
dependable  defensive  back,  he  was,  on  the  other 
hand,  quite  capable  of  playing  a  brilliant  offensive 
game.  He  was  one  of  those  fast,  shifty  backs  who 
are  entirely  necessary  to  a  winning  football  team. 
Kincaid  should  obtain  great  things  next  season. 


F  A  U  D  R  E  E — Center 

Faudree  was  shifted  from  guard  to  center  in 
order  to  fill  the  place  of  Captain  Bob  Ergenbright, 
who  was  ineligible  for  this  season.  In  this  new 
position  he  played  a  consistent  game  and  made  an 
excellent  showing  until  Dame  Fortune  in  the  form 
of  a  broken  leg  received  in  the  S.  M.  A.  game, 
ended  his  football  for  the  year.

Ann  Bailey 

HE  youth  of  today  craves  excitement,  lawful  and 
otherwise,  and  the  newspapers  are  filled  daily  with 
the  adventures,  exploits,  and  crimes  of  twentieth  cen¬ 
tury  youth.  Xot  so  long  ago  the  daily  reviews  chron¬ 
icled  the  deeds  of  the  bobbed-haired  bandit,  and  the  respectful 
folks  of  our  county  sat  back  in  open-mouthed  astonishment,  and 
marveled  at  the  daring  of  those  "modern  girls,”  but  we  wonder  if 
they  have  thought  back  to  Alleghany's  early  settlers.  For  in  Alle¬ 
ghany  was  found,  around  1767,  an  outstanding  woman  character 
who  rode,  killed,  and  avenged.  Marvelous  tales  have  been  told  of 
the  exploits  of  this  woman  who  scalped  Indians,  defied  death,  and 
married  three  times.  The  bravery  of  Ann  Bailey  has  been  given 
to  us  in  tire  account  of  her  relief  of  Fort  Fee  where  now  stands 
the  capital  of  W  est  Virginia.  The  Indians  surrounded  the  fort 
and  the  gun  powder  gave  out,  so  our  heroine  rode  out  on  her 
black  horse  and  came  back  soon  with  a  supply  of  gunpowder. 
Even  at  forty-three  the  endurance  and  vitality  of  our  famous 
character  was  not  decreasing,  but  able  to  meet  any  situation.  The 
women  of  Alleghany  have  appreciated  this  brave  ancestor  for  they 
have  erected  a  monument  to  her  memory  on  the  Hot  Springs 
Road.  Indeed  "Mad”  Ann  Bailey  was  a  picturesque  figure  in  her 
riding  breeches,  mounted  on  her  black  horse,  "Pool.”  She  was  a 
woman  who  drank  often,  swore  constantly,  and  lived  to  the  last  in 
a  log  hut  with  no  comforts  and  few  necessities.  At  the  age  of 
eightv-three  Alleghany’s  brave,  uncultured  yet  charming  first 
woman  bandit  passed  on.

the  district  which  is  now  called  Clifton  Forge.  Katherine  Yan- 
stavem,  although  barely  known  to  many  inhabitants  of  our  pres¬ 
ent  comity,  had  her  early  history  tilled  with  as  many  thrills  and 
adventures  as  any  modern  girl  of  today.  The  legend  goes  that 
INIiss  A  anstavem  had  an  admirer,  a  graduate  of  W  illiam  and 
Marv,  and  incidentally  a  brave  and  daring  hero  for  his  lady-love. 
One  day  as  the  pretty  teacher  went  about  her  tasks,  live  Indians 
arrived  on  the  scene,  and  kidnapped  her.  Fortunately  her  lover 
was  near-by,  as  was  to  be  expected,  and  rushed  in  to  save  her. 
True  to  movie  type,  the  pair  became  engaged,  but  the  Indians 
determined  to  secure  the  young  lady  for  themselves,  so  once  again 
they  made  an  attempt  to  kidnap  her.  Once  more,  our  hero,  Harry 
Gorman,  appeared  on  the  scene  and  bravely  rescued  his  fiancee 
from  the  redmen.  An  immediate  marriage  followed.  The  Indians 
had  been  wounded  and  some  of  their  number  killed,  and  so  they 
gave  up  the  attempt,  and  returned  to  their  wigwams  and  squaws. 
AYe  hope  that  the  bride  and  groom  lived  happily  ever  after  as  the 
hero  and  heroine  do  in  all  fairy  stories  and  legends.  Thus  is 
recorded  Alleghany’s  first  schoolma'am.

Ann  Royall 


jVER  a  hundred  years  ago  Alleghany  laid  claim  to  a 
writer  of  fame  and  authority ;  she  was  no  other  than 
Ann  Royall.  Ann  began  life  as  a  shy  violet  type  of  a 
girl  with  clear  blue  eyes,  and  a  pleasing  personality, 
s  destined  for  higher  things  than  a  simple  domestic  life 
in  the  hills  of  "Ole  Virginia.  By  a  stroke  of  Fate  this  shy,  re¬ 
ticent  maid  met  her  future  husband.  Major  Royall.  It  is  said 
that  probably  Ann  Royall  never  took  a  word  of  advice  from  any 
human  except  her  husband,  and  every  word  he  mentioned  was 
law  to  her  idolizing  heart.  Fler  devotion  lasted  through  his  last 
illness  to  his  death,  and  then  the  old  shy,  reticent,  side  of  Ann's 
character  fled,  and  in  its  place  came  bitterness,  and  cruelty,  and 
stubbomess.  In  1817  Ann  Royall  began  her  travels  and  for  years 
she  traveled  extensively,  drinking  in  the  adventures  and  customs 
which  came  her  way,  and  finally  in  1824  she  published  her  first 
book.  Life,  Manners,  and  Customs  in  the  United  States.  Pos¬ 
sessed  of  a  surprising  energy  and  unconquerable  determination, 
this  brave  woman  set  up  her  own  printing  press  in  Washington 
at  the  forced  inconvenience  of  removing  her  sink,  made  enemies 
by  the  scores  because  of  her  scornful  speech,  was  admired  by 
young  men.  and  was  personally  acquainted  with  every  President 
from  Washington  to  Lincoln.  Always  frank  and  sincere  this 
"fighting  Alleghanian  worshipped  God  in  the  sanctuary  of  her 
own  home  but  never  with  the  crowds.  The  key-word  to  her  char¬ 
acter  is  endurance  and  she  lived  true  to  it  as  a  true  Pioneer.

As  the  years  move  onward,  and  the  beauties  and  charms 
of  youth  gradually  one  by  one  take  their  departure,  the  eternal 
spirit  of  youth  will  adapt  itself,  and  Alleghany  shall  never  fear 
that  with  the  passing  of  one  generation,  the  old  enthusiasm  and 
glory  shall  fade,  for  “youth  is  eternal,”  and  the  charm  and  beauty 
of  Alleghany’s  women  are  as  evident  as  in  the  pioneer  days,  the 
bravery  and  daring  are  not  decreasing,  but  rather  the  world  is 
witnessing  the  supreme  height  of  American  womanhood.  All  the 
daring  and  glory  of  "Mad  Ann”  Bailey  is  combined  with  the  grace 
and  beauty  of  charming  Katherine  Vanstavern  in  the  modern 
women  of  Alleghany.  Thus  we  hail  the  eternal  grace  and  beauty 
of  “Miss  Alleghany.”
